Prevalence  of,  and  control  over,  infectious  Diseases  * 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases  remained  low 
and  there  were  no  epidemics . 

During  the  year  l8o  children  were  immunised  against 
Diphtheria.  It  is  estimated  that  approximately  40.8% 
of  the  children  under  five  have  been  immunised,  and  43.27% 
of  the  children  between  five  and  fifteen. 

Treatment  of  Scabies. 

Prevision  is  made  for  the  treatment  of  s cabies  at  the 
First  aid  Post.  The  work  is  carried  out  by  volunteers 
who  are  members  of  a B*R»C«S»  detachment  of  Surrey  14. 

Bedding  and  clothing  is  steam  disinfected.

The  following  abridged  report  gives  an  outline  cf  the 
duties  carried  out  during  the  year.' 

In  addition  to  the  normal  Public  Health  work,  the 
Department  has  continued  to  be  responsible  for  all  decontamina- 
tion, casualty  and  mortuary  services  of  'the  'Civil  Defence 
Organisation, 

CAMTARY.  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  ADDA-  • 


WATER.  ..  r: 

Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  by 
the  Mid-\7essex  Water  Company,  which  covers  an  area  of  some 
272  square  miles  in  parts  of  Surrey, Hants  and  Berks.  The 
supply  is  derived  partly  from  the  Company's  deep  wells  in  the 
chalk  at  Greywell,  near  Odiham,  and  at  Itchell,  near  Crondall, 
together  with  the  puraping  stations  at  Frimley  and  the  new 
station  at  Beenham's  Heath,  Nr .Wokingham. 

The  Frimley  water  has  a total  hardness  of  5*5  grains  per 
gallon,  and  is  subject  to  treatment  by  aeration,  sand  filtration 
and  chlorination  before  being  pumped  into  supply. 

The  Company  are  required  by  statute  to  reduce  the  hardness 
of  water  supplied  to  a limit  of  12  grains  per  gallon,  and  in 
view  of  this  condition  the  supplies  cf  water  from  Itchell, 
Greywell  and  Beenham's  Heath  which  have  a total  hardness  of 
19 ->5  grains  per  gallon,  are  subjected  to  treatment  by  lime 
process  in  addition  to  filtration  and  chlorination. 

*•  *5  * * 

All  sources  are  practically  sterile  in  the  raw  state  before 
treatment,  but  a • precautionary  dose  of  chlorine  is  introduced 
into  the  normal  process  _of'  treatment  in  conformity  with  modern 
waterworks  practice.  • ^ 

Ten  samples  of  water. were  taken  from  the  High  and  Low  Level 
mains  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination.  The  analysis 
of  all  samples  shewed  the  water  to  be  entirely  satisfactory  for 
for  all  domestic  purposes. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

This  important  service  has  been  continued , although  riot 
without  difficulty*  The  shortage  of  labour  has  been  acute, 
and  this,  together  with  the  increase  of  illness  amongst  the 
already  depleted  staff  prevented  the  regularity  of  collection. 
The  weather  conditions  were  particularly  sever  in  January,  with 
the  result  that  arrears  of  collection  were  difficult  to  overcome 
At  one  time  the  frequency  of  collections  were  down  to  once  in 
three  weeks. 

In  this  district  of  some  8,000  acres  with  its  long  hauls 
and  carries,  the  collections  are  combined  for  refuse  and  salvage 

During  Ilay  a County  Salvage  and  Book  Drive  was  held,  and 
the  collection  of  books  was  undertaken  with  great  enthusiasm 
by  the  school  children.  Considerable  assistance  was  given  by

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INSPECTION  AMD  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD . 

MILK  SUPPLY 

There  are  twelve  dairy  farms,  nine  dairies  and  twenty 
four  retail  purveyors  of  milk  in  this  district  which  have 
been  under  the  constant  supervision  of  the  Department  during 
the  year . 

Seventy  nine  samples  cf  milk  were  taken  for  bacterioligical 
examination,  cf  these  some  30fc  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
Forty  five  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  to  the 
phosphatase  test,  forty  two  of  these  were  found  to  be  satisfactory 
whilst  three  failed  to  pass  the  prescribed  test.

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  at  present  in  use  in  this 
district,  but  careful  attention  has  been  given  to  the  general 
supervision  of  all  butchers  shops,  provision  stores,  bakehouses, 
restaurants,  and  snack  bars  etc.,

The  department  works  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Ministry 
of  Food,  and  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  acts  as  a voluntary 
Enforcement  Officer  of  that  Ministry. 
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C I ^IL  AMBJLAJTCI!  SURA/ICU  • 

Until  the  middle  of  this  year  the  local  Ambulance  Service 
hr s been  operated  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a private  Committee. 
Owing  to  difficulties  due  to  the  shortage  of  manpower  the  local 
Ambulance  Committee  negotiated  with  the  Council  for  the 
Ambulance  to  be  taken  over  by  the  Local  Authority. 

At  the  end  of  June  the  Ambulance  was  taken  over  lpy  the 
Council.  The  new  service  was  inaugurated  on  the  1st  ji}ly, 
as  a Public  Health  Service , under  the  direct  supervision  and 
control  of  ycur  chief  Sanitary  inspector.  The  regulations 
relating  to  the  s ervice  are  as  follows;- 

The  Ambulance  is  available  for;- 

(1)  Cases  of  accident  or  urgent  illness.,  occurring  in 
the  street  or  other  public  place  in  the  Urban 
District  necessitating'  the  conveyance  of  the 
sufferer  for  treatment  to  hospital  or  his  or  her 
residence. 

These  s ervices  will  be  available  free  of  charge  if 
the  journey  is  to  a local  hospital  etc., 

(2)  Katernity  cases -will  not  be  removed. unless  the 
person  requiring-  such  removal  has  first  obtained 
a certificate  from  a Local  medical  Practitioner. 

Other  Cases . 

If  nc!T~engaged  in  the  above  mentioned  services,  the 
use  of  the  Ambulance  for  conveyance  of  cases  can  be 
permitted  on  payment  of  the  charges  as  set  cut  below.

This  important . .branch  of  Public  Health  w#rk  has  been 
continued  by  the'- employment,  of  part  time  labour.  The  service 
is  carried  out  without  charge  tc  the  residents,  who  in  turn 
have  given  full  co-operation  to  the  department  in  their 
efforts  to  |jrevent  reinfestation  of  their  premises. 

The  methods  advocated  by  the  ministry  cf  Food  (infestation 
and  control)  are  used,  and  in  addition  dogs  and  ferrets  are 
employed  on  this  work.

,.n  action .was  taken  against  a tenant  of  a dwelling 
house  for  failing  to  keep  the  premises  in  a cleanly 
condition.  The  conditions  being  so  bad  the  court 
authorised  the  council  to  take  possession  cf  the 
dwelling  and  abate  the  nuisance. 

The  tenant  was  removed  to  the  Public  Assistance 
Institution.
